est. Sutro has given us the advanced 
sheets of his Senatorial arguments. 
DeLong has purchased a fine resi- 
dence in Oakland, and opened a law 
office in Carson; ex-Judge G. G. 
Berry has secured a retruat iu one, of 
our local banking institutions and 
other Oakland property, and is off by 
the morning train for the scene of 
coming hostility, and others'of note 
are packing up previous to an «cl- 
vonce on the political, offices of, the 
Sage-brush State. 


It may be a matter of,news to the 


public concerned, but we can "state 
with certainty that Hill Benchy, the 
well-known stage man of Nevada and 
Idaho, is going to be a candidate for 
CoDgieeB,'snb]ceito ib'e cle'oteion'of 
the Democratic State Convention of 
Nevada. Beachy has " outfitted ' 
himself with a Greeley hat, and will go 
into the fight with-all his accustomed 
vigor and determination, and we 
shall not be surprised if success 
crown his efforts. He has all the 
elements of popularity—good bust 
ness qualifications, honesty iu deal- 
ings with men, and an off-hand man- 
ner calculated to make him hosts ol 
warm personal friends wherever he 
may be. 


Kendall, the present incumbent, 


has made the run by a scratch only 
both times, but his action on the 
back;pay question — his voting for 
the salary grab—will be apt to let 
him out of the confidence of the peo- 
ple. His pretensions of reform have 
proven_him considerable of a hypo- 
crite. Still, he is said to be a candi- 
date for U. S. Senator. 


Unless the Republicans make the 


best of a'nomination, and the party 
generally work together very well 
we would bet on Beachy at this stage 
of the game. Otherwise, the situa 
tion is very much mixed indeed. It 
is not unlikely that au independent 
party will start into the fight, but as 
nearly as we can learn, it will most 
likely merge into the regular organi- 
zation, ere the day of election. 


THE TOrVEBSITY AGAIN.

buildings, machinery, cic.. This Is 
practically no ex«use at all.. The Re- 
gents have managed to find funds lor 
every additional expense coauected 
with the College of Letter), and we will 
venture the assertion thut they could 
find sufficient funds to make a start In 
the mechanical department did tliey 
no desire. At the Asylum for the Deaf 
and Dumb and Blind, there lias been 
established shops, of different kinds, 
;it no additional expense to the State. 
and the pupils of that iiSslltii(ipi\»ro 
all learning useful trade:. The appro- 
priation for tho University has been 
7nuch more liberal and yet they ban- 
not find money enough to purchase » 
setortpals. 
The freneral complaint among the 
people Is tlinttho University is acces- 
sible onlr to the rich; that although 
the tuition Is iree. iipoor man cnnnol 
afford to pay for the nupport. of his sou 
while pursuing his studies. 11 the plan 
oftlH- uuiversruy- had been carried out 
this complaint would not have been 
heard, for the earnings of the average 
student in (lie college fields or shops 
.would be amply sufficient for his sub- 
sistence.

THE AMERICAN CLMMAJTT. 


The case of Adolph Snlio just now 


reminds us very nmch of the cele- 
brated "Tichborrie Claimant," qfter 
his first set back in the Courts of 
England. He appealed directly to 
the sympathies of the people, find 
exhibited himself about the country 
showman like, collecting money to 
go on with his case, and creating 
public sentiment so as to be the bet- 
ter able to push his claim to the es- 
tate. Our American claimant so to 
speak, promises to be a more difficult 
customer to get rid of, however, and 
a brief outline of his case may not be 
the least interesting reading as we go 
along. 


The man who sold cigars, on 


Montgomery street less than ten 
years ago, has developed into a 
character 
of almost 
world-wide 


notoriety, 
and 
the 
introduction 


of 
his nmgio lantern upon 
the 


scene, to a certain degree recalls the 
story of Aladdin and his wonderful 
lamp. The entertainment altogether 
is the work of a genius, and if the 
author should fail to make both 
ende of his tunnel meet, he has 
still a future 
in the exhibition 


of 
his wounds 
and the story 


of his wrongs, whatever they may be, 
in his Artemus-Ward-like manner. 
He should get a U. S. patent for it 
at once. 


In 1865, Sutro got a franchise Irom 


the Legislature of Nevafla for certain 
privileges—chiefly the right to con- 
struct a tunnel over four miles in 
length, to tap the Comstock at a 
depth of over 2,000 leet, the work-to 
be completed in eight years. As 
soon as the tunnel should strike the 
regular ore of the great mine, the 
owners were to pay him a royalty of 
$2 per ton for dumping it at the 
mouth of said/tunnel, and whatever 
veins of ore he. should discover oth- 
erwise on the way to the Comatoek, 
he was to have the exclusive owner- 
ship of for half a mile on either side 
of the tunnel. The leading compa- 
nies on the great mine acqxiiesced in 
this agreement, and the work of rais' 
ing capital to -commence the work 
was next in order. This was not so 
easy a thing jo do as promised, and 
Mrt Sutro discovered that .hejqquld 
not'connect according to the Nevada 
State franchise. He. then went to 
CocgresiS for a franchise granting ad- 
ditional time and privileges. In the 
meantime, the mine owners changed 
their minds, with reason, perhaps, 
and for several years .they have ham- 
pered the tunnel man both at home 
and abroad! with or without reason. 
His 
failure 
to 
complete 
the 


work as soon as promised, entailed 
upon them the necessity of providing 
other and very expensive facilities 
for continuing operations on the 
mine, and accordingly their hostility 
to the tunnel increased. The Vir- 
ginia and Truckee railroad has been 
built, and proves largely remunera- 
tive, while three-fourths of the tun- 
nel remains unfinished. Hence Mr. 
Sutro finds himself in a powerful 
network of difficulties. Were hii 
tunnel, when completed, to do all he 
claims for it, it would ruin Virginia 
and Gold Hill—they would soou 
crumble to decay, and remain cling- 
ing to the bleak mountain sides as 
useless as a last year's crow's nest. 
Hence he has the entire mere.intile 
and mining make-up practically 
against him. The laboring men— 
the actual minf rs —no doubt sympa- 
thize with Sutro. That he has nor- 
mally tlie common sense view of the 
situation; that the tunnel is a greatly 
needed work on the score of ventila- 
tion and drainage is self-evident, 
though it must not be forgotten that 
the delay in completing it has caused 
the mine owners to almost reverse 
the conditions—that the mine at least 
promises to drain the tunnel first. 
Operations have progressed so rap- 
idly directly from the surface as to 
leave but comparatively little ore 
above the tunnel by the time the 
latter shall—if at all—be completed. 


Sntro says he has money enough 


to conduct the enterprise foi two 
years yet, and that three years' time 
at the present rate will bo required 'to 
finish it. 
He wants Congress to 


loan the credit of the country to the 
extent of three millions, imd alto- 
gether the case has assumed a phase 
interesting to the country at large. 
It has got into the courts, andprom< 
ises to be as fruitful of ne\vspaper 
gossip nt leostas the celebfatedTich- 
borne case. At present, however, 
the California press has preserved a 
rather painfuLsileuce with respect to 
Mr! Sutro's public entertainment, 
while in the meantime "the claim- 
ant" is having about as many listen- 
ers, aud-look'ersron as thepapers have 
readers. The entertainment is one 
of the most unique now ou the 
boards, and we believe that it should 
receive favorable mention as a work 
of art, and for its usefulness as a 
means of instruction in the \i ays of 
the honest miner. 


We have said that Mr. Sntro should 


not expect less opposition 
j'rom 


the monopolies that have built up by 
years of labor and the grentebt ex- 
penditure of money; he could not in 


the nature of things—human, jmture 
especially—expect anything less. But 
strll, we believe ou general principles, 
that the tunnel should be built, just 
as the great overland railroad was 
built, and if a town or two go down 
and others spring up by the opera- 
tion—it is the natural result of great 
enterprises. 
Ti»e tunnel would be 


invaluable, all things considered.with 
respect to the future w orking of the 
great mine. 
Our sympathies are 


naturally with the under dog in the 
fight, but ' 'the claimant'' in question 
seems equal to the occasion in the 
long run, and all we ask for him is 
fair play. There is a field hew for 
"the independent press" to make 
some "sign" of its claims to the 
common proprieties—the decencies— 
of life. 


THE STUDY OF SPANISH. 


THE Sau Francisco Chronicle has 


discovered what ought to be plain to 
every one, that the American people 
have not on the average the least 
inclination to learn any other lan- 
guage but their own, however much 
they would enjoy the accomplish- 
ment, once in its possession. A cor- 
respondent writes from Mazatlan, in 
Mexico, that the chief cause of fail- 
ures on the part of Americans trying 
to get a foothold in a business way 
down there, is their want of a knowl- 
edge of the language of the country, 
while Germans and other nationali- 
ties come there prepared to reap all 
the benefits of the closest business 
intercourse consequent'upon a clever 
knowledge of Spanish. 


We have had hard work to keep 


hands-off of our so-called Cosmopoli- 
tan schools for this very reason. The 
West Point Military Academy has 
had the best view of the situation 
fiom tKe first,"srM it might be well to 
apply the same plan to our public 
schools that turn out so many more 
young men and women prepared for 
missionary work In^hiSj jjrJicti 
^oria^-espeeially ia Jthejjie* workl, 
BIM} with eyes .thereof turned toward 
the entire acquisition of Mexico. We 
have met many military officers, well 
qualified for work in our border re. 
public, from their acquirement of the 
language while at West Point -where 
they nmst learn Spanish;" if" they 
learn any foreign language at all. 


The first Lard work of the noted 


Harry Meiggs, after going to South 
America, was to buckle right down to 
a Spanish grammar, yet he was a re- 
markable exception to the rule. The 
average American i<, so greedy to 
make money in these new co\mtries, 
that he overlooks the important ele- 
ment to success.. Those who do ac- 
quire even a tolerable' smattering of 
Spanish, rather absorb it'as it were 
from from what they designate on 
the border of Mexico, as a ' 'sleeping 
dictionary." 
The fact that the 


American Consul at Mazatlan has 
been there for seven years, and still 
•maintains an interpreter, is nothing 
•surprising at all; he is iut a fail type 
of the whole race. We have in our 
mind's eye a score of officials along 
the border, from San Diego to the 
Gulf of Mexico, who have been there 
for years, and have not yet deiguec 
to devote even a few minutes a day 
to learn that easiest of .ill languages 
It is the unsettled, unsatisfied nature 
of otn* people, tliat makes them seein 
to demand that everybody else must 
leain our language, but v,e must not 
learu theirs. 


Our only hope of remedy is iu the 


cradle, so to speak, or the primary 
schools. California has a mission to 
perform on this coast, and we claim 
that duty to the State .vud all con- 
cerned, demauds a change 111 the cos- 
mopolitan schools; 
that Spanish 


should bo taught first, if any foreign 
language is taught at all. But Span- 
ish is scarcely a foreign language al 
all; it is at, indigenious to the Amer- 
ican continent as the English itself, 
and in view of the tendencies of the 
times, it by all means claims pre- 
cedence over the French and Ger- 
man, which for all local purposes, i& 
of no practical value as a whole. It 
is a nice thing to talk these lan- 
guages, bxit not nearly so necessary 
as that of Spanish, from au Ameri- 
ca a standpoint. 


WE hear that the Kegents have in- 


vited Dr. Carr to resign. We hope 
Jie Professor will imitate the exam- 
ple they set lost winter when a simi- 
lar invitation was extended to them 
by the Legislative Committees on Ed-_ 
ucation, and by the Fanners and Me- 
chanics of the State. They did not 
resign. 
They did 
worse—begged 


like J. Davis to be let alone, and pro- 
vided all sorts of nice things, but no 
sooner than adjourned did they go at 
it again, with almost a devilish deter- 
mination to either destroy the insti- 
tution altogether cr entirely pervert 
it from the original intention of the 
act creating it.

A LAW DISREGARDED. > 


The following from the Alameda 


Ennnul \\i\\ perhaps apply to Oak- 
laud as well as most any other por- 
tion of the State. It is an important 
law referred to, and ought to bo en- 
forced: 


Somebody will yet get" Into trouble 
for disobeying the law requiring births 
and deaths to be registered, section 
:),OT> of the Political Code provides that 
;ill physicians and ptofessiorml mid- 
wivcs must keep a registry ol the tinie 
of each birth at which they assist pro- 
fessionally, the sex, race and color of 
the child,andthe namesand residence 
of the parent*. It is also provided that 
if, at nny birth, no physician or mid- 
wife attends, the piu-ents mu=tniake 
tlio report. The law icqilirei the per- 
son reporting births to the County Bc- 
cbnlor to pay the latter twerjty-flvo 
cents for registration of each name, 
which must be primarily paid by tliu 
parents or other next of kin to the por- 
Fon whose birth or death is reported. 
Section 3,082 reads as follows: 
"Any 
person ou whom a duty is Imposed by 
this chapter who fails, neglects or ic- 
fusosto perform the same, as herein 
ic'iiulred, Is lialileto iippii.iltyofrifty 
dollars."

Oar Library— Amusements—Sa- 


loons—Local Option—Dvitnkards, 
YoutllK, etc. 
The failure of the Local Option 


law is generally attributed to its in- 
adequacy to cope with the evil it was 
passed by the LegitJature to meet:— 
the vice of drunkenness. As far «B 
Oakland is concerned, it cannot be 
laid at the door of the ladies; for en- 
ergy on their part, and apathy of the 
license party, certainly carried the 
election h«re. Now, as a new outlet 
for the said energies, for it is * 
shame that such talents should be 
kept laid up in a napkin, we suggest 
our Library; the more so as it might 
be made a surer means of fighting 
the common enemy—rum—than the 
local option law.ior any other a fu- 
ture Legislature inay pass. The li- 
brary, on it» present basis, is a fail- 
ure. What attractions, what amuss- 
rnentu, has it? Its reorganization by 
the city, or by donations, might do 
much, not only to reclaim the vicious, 
but also to prevent vice. In our city, 
there are many young man, yefl>.and' 
yonng women also, wliose solitary 
homes are simjle rooms, to whom the 
only welcome held out is the saloons 
and bilUard rooms, with their cheery 
comfortabla fires, brilliant lights and 
COOT little private inoma, Billiards,, 
bagatelle), cards, dominoee, draughts, 
even chess, and often music are pro- 
vided, and are the principal amuse- 
ments. Of course, these have the 
necessary accompaniment — drink. 
Who can be surprised that the wel- 
come held out is accepted and pre- 
ferred to solitariness, in a dismal 
single room—what other resource is 
there? 
If the.fvaloons were closed, a worse 


substitute vpuld soon be. found in 
private olubs, Ac. Wonli it -aot b»! 
better to leave the saloons alone and 
run an opposition to them? To sup- 


ly all and more than they provide? 
O create a hqnie'.in which our young 


men ean baj site- of a »-elqome |hn£ 
amusement" ? iu the reorganization 
of 'ttiteJJibaity conld not suqb;» hfune 
bemacte? 
Gouia we not hav6 a leo- 


tnre hall, a conversation ami lefresh- 
nient room, chess, and card rooms, 
reading rooms, billiard rooms, &a.

Consternation fin Benlti' Block— 
The Rent* Greatly Fialied With- 
out Warning. 
The building known as Bcnitz' 


Block is on the northeast corner o£ 
Broadway and Tenth street. It is on 
what is called the "wrong side" of 
Broadway, and the shops and store- 
rooms fronting west naturally are not 
so desirable as those fronting east. It 
is thus the policy of the landlords 
on the so-called wrong side to so reg- 
ulate rents as to get their houses filled 
with business at least before attempt- 
ing to force a rise along the line. 


It is a matter of exceeding regret 


that we chronicle the action of the 
new proprietors of that fine building 
in raising the rents on the occupants 
to such a figure as to cause some to 
vacate already, and the remainder to 
follow no doubt at an early day. 
There was no warning about it either- 
The correct thing for these landlords 
to do, would be to build np the re- 
maining real estate on that block, 
and rent it out on reasonable terms. 


We give the figures charged here- 


tofore, and those demanded under 
the new.onwership, with figures of 
comparuon with the west side. Mrs. 
Bettraan, (millinery) on the corner, 
has been paying $75; she has had the 
rent raised to S>100 per month. Next 
to this store is that of 0 'Conn all & Co. 
(dry-goods), $60 to $80; Dr. Ver- 
liave, (drag store), $55 to $70; John 
Spencer, (plumber and gas fitter), 
$45 to §60, and Glasson & Trofct, 
(barbershop), $35 to S50.

town, rents fange form §75 to S100 
for first-class stoie rooms. Take the 
cases of Greeuhood, Wilcos., Hardy, 
and so along, and it will seen that the 
old rates" in Benitz -Block were, all 
things considered, in fair proportion.
